A Confederate Secret. 
Gen. D. M. F rost a t the meeting 01 
the Southern H istorical and Benev­ 
olent Society recently im parted w hat 
he 
called a S ta te Confederate 
se­ 
cret th a t caused considerable indigna­ 
tion am ong the M issouri ex-Confeder- 
ates present. 
He stated th a t at the 
tim e Gen. Price was falling back from 
L exington, Mo., in September, 1861, 
w ith a half-arm ed and badly equipped 
arm y, he w as som ew hat surprised 
th a t Gen. McCullough, who had an 
arm y in N orthw est A rkansas, or Gen. 
Hardee, who had an arm y in N orth ­ 
east A rkansas, or Gen. Pillow , who 
had an arm y a t Columbus, K y., did 
not m ove into M issouri and co-oper­ 
ate. 
He called upon Gen. Albert Sid­ 
ney Joh nston, who had com m and ol 
all the Confederate forces west of the 
Alleghanies, and suggested th a t those 
different arm ies be united under one 
com m ander, and an effort m ade to 
hold W estern and Southern Missouri, 
informing Gen. Joh nston th a t he be­ 
lieved such a m ovem ent would add at 
least 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 men from 
Missouri 
alone to the Confederate arm y. 
Gen. 
Joh n ston replied in effect th a t the 
Richm ond Government did n ot desire 
to com m it itself to a policy th a t 
would ham per it when th* question 
of treating for peace arose—a line from 
the m outh of the Ohio River to the 
Pacific Ocean being considered as the 
probably debatable western boundary 
of the tw o countries. 
Gen. F rost add­ 
ed th a t the m atter was im parted to 
him as a sta te secret, and he had kept 
it as a secret until then.—St. Louis 
Republican.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


How Tht j Were First Established and Have 
Since Progressed. 
On Friday and Saturday evening 
of last week C. W. 
Stevenson, 
state organizer of the Knights of 
Labor spoke at the Opera House on 
the labor question, and on both oc­ 
casions the seating and standing 
room was all occupied. 
The gen­ 
tleman, although not claiming for 
himself education 
or oratorical 
powers, is a good speaker and suc­ 
ceeded in awakening an intense 
interest among our people on the 
question. 
The iollowing sketch 
of the order and how it is progress­ 
ing will be of interest to our many 
readers and especially to those who 
heard Mr. Stevenson’s remarks: 
In 1869 
Uriah 8. Steven’s a 
clothing cutter of Philadelphia, or­ 
ganized an assembly among his 
fellow workmen. 
He conceived a 
scheme for uniting the working­ 
men of all trades aud all avocations 
into a grand body for their mutual 
protection. 
He was a born philos­ 
opher and reformer, an original re­ 
publican and an original green- 
backer. 
The ideas he conceived 
and impressed an the members of 
local assembly No. I, of Philadel­ 
phia, led them to develop the for­ 
mation of a National Labor Asso­ 
ciation. 
The order spread in Phil­ 
adelphia until it embraced nearly 
all the trades in that city. Shortly 
afterwards and assembly was form­ 
ed in Trenton, N. J. and within a 
short time an assembly was formed 
ut Pittsburg. 
In 1878 


A CONVENTION WAS CALLED 
and formed the General Assembly 
of North America, and of this Mr. 
Stevens was chosen general master 
workman, the highest position in 
the order, and to this he was twice 
elected: 
He died in 1882 and his 
memory is idolized by the order. 
James L. Wright, a tailor, and 
Frederick Turner, a gold-beater, 
both of Philadelphia, were associ­ 
ates with Mr. Stevens in the for­ 
mation of the order as an absolute­ 
ly secret society. So closely guard­ 
ed was its existence even that the 
disclosure of the name entailed 
a penalty of dismissal. 
All public 
communications in reference to it 
have the sign • • • • • and it was 
known as the 
'‘Five Stars” or 
“ Five Asterisks.” 
All its meet­ 
ings were called by cabalistic chalk 
marks on the sidewalk. 
Not only 
did he want its name smothered, 
but it was his rule that no mem­ 
ber of the order should ever ac­ 
knowledge his own membership 
with it, 
The secrecy was main­ 
tained until 1881 when the name 
was made public. 
The greatest 
secret of the order at the present 
time is as its membership, 
The 
leaders of the organizations do not 
care to disclose it, but that it is 
the most powerful and numerous 
body 
of men 
organized 
for 
a 
specific purpose there can be no 
doubt. 
Inquiries relative to 
its 
strength will 
be 
met with 
an 
evasive reply intimating that it is 
about 500,000. 
Recently 
it has 
been increasing at the rate of IOO,- 
OOO a year. 
It has in its member­ 
ship congressmen, senators, may­ 
or’s and in some instances entire 
municipal bodies. 
Every one is 
not admitted, 
lawyers, bankers, 
professional gamblers, stock brok­ 
ers and any person deriving an in 
come or profit from the sale of in­ 
toxicating liquors being interdict­ 
ed. 
Any person outside of the 
class named not under 18 years of 
age and standing well in the trade, 
man er woman can gain admission. 


TO AID ITS MEMBERS 
in obtaining the necessaries of life 
at the lowest possible cost; it ad­ 
vices the maintaining of co-opera­ 
tive stores, several of which are 
now in successful existence. 
One 
of the chief aims of the order is to 
P 
revent strikes. 
The Knights of 
abor was designed to elevate the 
character and broaden the intelli­ 
gence of the laborer, teaching him 
first what his rights were and next 
that it is best to seek to obtain 
them through arbitration 
Only 
as a last resort and after arbitra­ 
tion had failed is striking necessary 
in, aud then it was to be carried on 
with an earnestness so much so, 
that if it became necessary, the 
whole force of the organization 
was brought to bear oil the ques­ 
tion or person involved. 
It is a 
great 
educational 
organization. 
The secrecy iii which the order 
was originally enveloped has al­ 
most entirely disappeared. 
It is 
true they now have their signs, 
grips, passwords and secrets of in- 
iation, but these are necessary to 
protect the meetings and members. 
The local assemblies govern them­ 
selves. 
They have the power to 
boycott 
whomsoever they please 
within 
their own precinct. In 
several 
places 
throughout the 
country papers are issued under 
the direction of the local assem­ 
blies, 


IN WHICH ARF. PUBLISHED 
the names of firms or goods boy­ 
cotted. 
A local assembly may also 
order a strike when it pleases, but 
if it proposes or expects to obtain 
aid or 
encouragement from the 
higher or district assembly it must 
obtain their sanction and have the 
strike legalized. 
To do this the 
local assembly must notify the dis­ 
trict assembly, whose officers inves­ 
tigate the cause. 
Two weeks are 
given, and if in that time harmony 
cannot lie restored or the difference 
adjusted, the strike is then legal- 
ized and the financial support < f 
the entire district may be invoked. 
If the strike extends to other assem­ 
blies, or the district is not able to 
maintain them, an assessment is 
made upon tile entire organization 
throughout the 
nation aud the 
world. 
Seldom does it happen 
that any strike ass nates such pro­ 
portions. 
The only time such a 
tax was laid was during the great 
telegraph operator's strike aud then 
it was not collected. 
To the or­ 
ganization is attached a co-opera­ 
tive or mutual benefit department 
by which the members are assisted 
when sick or in distress, and on 
their death a specified sum is paid 
to their families.

bor bureaus, it will enforce a law 
dictating that not another foot of 
public land shall be given to rail­ 
roads and corporations, it will in­ 
sist on exact equality before the 
laws, it will be “ humane enough to 
believe’’ that pure air must be had 
in our factories and mines and all 
work buildings shall be supplied 
with fire escapes, it will abolish 
prison contract labor, it will pre­ 
vent tho employment cf children 
under fourteen in mills and work­ 
shops; financially it will not put the

St. Patrick’s Day. 
Last Wednesday was the national fes­ 
tival day of Ireland and a few words on 
the subject of the carcer of St. Patrick 
will be of interest to many of our readers. 
It is now generally agreed that the apostle 
and Patron saint of Ireland was born in 
France, although claims have been made 
for Scotland,, as his birth place, but a 
manuscript of the sixth century says he 
was a native of Boloque. 
He lived in 
lawless times and in his boyhood was 
carried captive to Ireland by marauders, 
but he managed to escape after a few 
months to Scotland. 
He was carried off 
a second time, but lie succeeded again in 
breaking away from his captors. 
P at­ 
rick felt kindly toward the Irish people 
and resolved to become a missionary to 
them. Accordingly he returned to France 
and went thence to Home, where he 
made long preparation for his task. 
He 
was consecrated bishop of Ireland at an 
advanced age. 
His apostolic zeal was 
crow lied with Hic greatest success. 
The 
kings as well as the people at large read­ 
ily embraced the faitli and 
gave the 
apostle land which he in turn generously 
devoted to the foundation of churches 
and monastic schools. 
St. Bernard says 
that St. Patrick fixed his primatial see 
at Arm agh which has ever since enjoyed 
piecedence in Hie Irish Episcopacy. 
St. 
Patrick was an abolitionist. 
He had 
learned by hard experience the horrors of 
slavery and lie labored hard to suppress 
it. 
Tradition says that St. Patrick when 
preaching at Tara used the shamrock to 
symbolise the unity of the Trinity, 
The 
leaf thus chosen has ever since been the 
national emblem of Ireland and Irish­ 
men wear it on their hats to-day. 
From 
beginning a church festival St. P atrick’s 
day has gradually become a national 
holiday, in whose celebration Irishmen 
of all creeds join with common accord. 
In New Y ork the day has long been cele­ 
brated by a grand procession in which 
benevolent and patriotic societies make 
grand displays and pass in review before 
the mayor and other civic authorities. 
In 
harmony with the success of the 
Irish national cause at the recent general 
election 
mass 
meetings 
were 
held 
throughout Ireland on that day with a 
view of impressing on the British govern­ 
ment the firm resolve of the Irish people 
to insist on legislative government. 
The 
demonstrations 
throughout this broad 
domain was inspired by the same patri­ 
otic purpose. 
The Irish people arc con­ 
vinced that England is about to yield to 
their just demands, and take measures 
to abolish home rule. 
In B r a i n 'rd the day was devoid of any 
demons! r&iion other lliau the customary 
and appropriate church services under 
direction of Rev. Father Vaudry, Revs. 
Braugh of Crookston, Lawler of Fisher’s 
Landing, and Lemay of Belle Prairie p ar­ 
ticipating.

F ro m th e W ashington S ta r. 
“Women are quite as good printers 
as men," remarked one of the female 
com positors in the Government P rint­ 
ing Office to a S tar reporter who was 
talking to her on this subject. 
“J 
don't say th a t they are better, but 
they average as well. A great many 
have the idea th at as type setting re­ 
quires a certain deftness of m anipula­ 
tion th a t women, having more facile 
hands, become better compositors. 
T hat has not been my experience. 
I 
have seen men and women a t thecttse, 
and while the best female tyj>e setters 
might rank with the best male, yet 
there would lie all grades of both. 
Some women can never learn to be 
proficient a t t he case any more than 
some men can.” 
“ Are there many female composi­ 
tors?" asked the reporter. 
“Not a great num ber,” was the re­ 
ply, “ but I think they are increasing 
each year. 
At one time we had a 
union in New York City composed en­ 
tirely of females, but th a t is no long) r 
in existence. 
The women here belong 
to the Typographical Union, as every 
printer is compelled to th at works in 
t h® Government Printing office. Most 
women learn their trade in a country 
office; th a t is the way I did. 
After 
working for a time in that office I 
came to this city, and th at is the ex- j 
tent of my exjierience with composing ! 
ro o m s/’ 
“ W hat effect has the presence of j 
women in a composing room ?” in­ 
quired the reporter, as lie called to 
mind the average composing room. 
“ A very good effect, I should judge,” 
was the response. 
"It makes the men 
more steady, and they pay more a t­ 
tention to their work and talk less. 
I 
know th a t the editor of a country 
newspaper once told me th a t he al­ 
ways made a rule tohave two or three 
girls a t work in his office in order to 
keep down the rowdy element and 
make his force more respectable. The 
girls are just as efficient, too, except 
when it comes to the heavy p art of 
the work, such as lifting type from 
the stone, etc. The only reason th at 
women do not become more of an in­ 
fluence among printers is because just 
I as they become capable and are de­ 
veloping into first-class printers, they 
J either m arry the editor or one of the 
i printers, and retire from the case.” 
“Are women printers increasing in 
number?" questioned the reporter. 
"I have no statistics on the sub­ 
ject,” was the reply, “but from what 
I am able to learn I should say th a t 
j th e y were slightly. The increase is 
I not great, however. 
For instance, 
when I came into this office, seven or 
I eight years ago, there were only three 
female printers, now the number has 
increased to eleven. Not much of an 
increase tor such a long period you 
may think, but such is the case.” 
“ Is there opposition among 
the 
other printers to women composi­ 
tors?” ask«*d the reporter. 
“Of course we have to meet with 
some opposition,” was thereply, “but 
it is not very great. 
I suppose th at 
women have no more difficulty in get­ 
ting a position in the Government 
i Fruiting Office th an the men, but th a t 
j :lo«*s not mean the difficulty is slight 
I by any means “There is no reason 
why women should not l>e as useful in 
! a printing office as men if they would 
i stick to it, and their presence there 
: has doi.e much to change the manners 
I and custom s of the composing room .” 


H E R E ’S LUXURY 


B a th R oom * o f th e V a n d e r b ilts, M r. M ar 
q u a m !, M r. G a rrett a n d O th e rs. 
The millionaire’s bath room marks 
the age. Nothing so gives the sign o 
the m aterial prosperity of the coun 
try, the growth of luxury, the indul 
gence of the senses. In the p ast fev 
years there have been placed in private 
residences a half dozen bath rooms 
th a t are veritably palatial. 
In fact, 
the prevailing style of tbe bath room 
Of the money king has been suggested 
from those of royal palaces, aud par 
ticularly from the famous one placed 
by Frances I. in tbe chateau of Che 
nonceaux on the Cher. 
The chateau of Chenonceaux is now 
the home of M. Daniel Wilson, the 
son-in-law of President Grevy, and 
the bat h-room still remains one of the 
featuresof the interior. The walls are 
covered with small beveled mirrors, 
scarcely larger than a span. 
Between 
these panels runs a slender line of gold, 
and at the intersections hang metal 
drops like tears, and just long enough 
to be reflected on theglass. The effect 
is more limpid and brilliant, and the | 
panels are so small th a t the purposes 
of a m irror are skillfully frustrated. 
The bath is of solid silver, with the 
water issuingfrom swans’ heads,w hich,j 
with a m irror behind, produces the ii- I 
lusion of swans on the surface of the j 
water. 
All the other appointm ents | 
are in keeping with this magnificence, 
even to the ante room, where repose 
can be found with cigars after the | 
bath. 
The famous bath-room in the palace 
of Fontainebleau was modeled after 
the Chenonceaux bath by Louis XVI. I 
for his queen, Marie Antoinette. The 
bath, it will be remembered, is in an j 
alcoveof the ante-ioom , and it is just 
large enough for its purposes. The 
walls are paneled in large m irrors of 
beveled glass, and on these are paint­ 
ed cupids with garlands of lace above, j 
around, about, and each as if about | 
to leap from the air lo the earth. 
This brings us directly to the present. 
The late Mr. W. II. Vanderbilt's bath 
room is paneled in m irrors, but over 
these is painted a delicate lace like de- j 
sign th a t is elegant in effect and de- j 
stroys the power of the glass for re­ 
flection. 
Its magnificence, however, is 
exceeded by the bathroom of his son. 
Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt. 
Tile walls 
here are painted w ith m irrors, and on 
these are painted annle-blos-oms, but 
by no means so thickly to obscure the 
glass. The ceiling is in Henry 11 panels 
of white and gold, with horses in the 
center. The bath is a solid block of 
marble, and the w ater issues from 
swans' heads,as in th a t of the chateau 
of Chenonceaux. Above tbe bath is a 
niche with a marble Venus prepared 
for the bath. There is the Fomp**iian 
table of marble, beautifully carved, 
and a toilet adjoining of Keaillon m ar­ 
ble. 
Mr. Henry M arquand has modeled 
his bath after the luxurious room in 
Jerom e Bonaparte's suburb house 
in Paris. In this the bath is sunk 
Pompeiian fashion, in the floor, and 
above the ceiling is a beautiful sum ­ 
mer sky. Mr. M arquand has had his 
walls wainscoted with cream-colored 
tie-. Above these is painted frieze 
representing flowers springing from 
the hedge row; the arch of the ceiling 
springs from this frieze. This s« given 
t he semblance of t lie sky, across which 
birds are skimming The marble bath 
link .several feet in the floor, and is

up and one robber, who was on to p of the 
express car, held a revolver on the baggage­ 
m an through a tran som in the roof of the 
car, while his confederates turned their a t ­ 
tention to the express ear. 
It id thought 
they rapped on the express car d oo r ami in­ 
formed the messenger, II. S. Nichols, t h a t 
the baggageman w ski ted to get in. 
At any 
rate, t he express car door was opened and 
t iiedcsperadoescnWr t d. Then occurred one 
of the most bloody oud desperate strug­ 
gles on record. 
Being confronted by the 
m urderous villiaus, the messenger fought 
for his life, and the p foperty in his trust. 
The interior of the express car shows th a t 
he fought the robbers from one end of the 
car to the other, but at last the m urder­ 
ous blows they rained on his head with an 
iron poker forcer! him to succumb, and he 
was left dead in the car.

lled his pockets of the keys to the safe which 
they robbed of all its con tent , variously

English as She Should He Sung.

Why not sing more songs in English, 
and also sing them in better English? 
It is a shame that, with the great 
wealth of English poetry, so many 
composers prefer to pour forth imita­ 
tion German Lieder, and so many 
young students prefer to make havoc 
in the Teutonic or Italian language, 
rather than sing sensibly in their own 
mother tongue. 
When these students 
do condescend to warble in the vernac­ 
ular they diguise the language so that 
it cannot l>e understood. They have 
been told that English is a hard lan- 
uage to sing in, and therefore they 
mouth and distort words under the 
mistaken impression that they are 
rendering it easier. The fact is the 
English requires a little more study to 
deliver it fluently than Italian; hut, 
with practice upon the closed vowels 
“er” and “ee,” and steady work upon 
the baneful “tie,” “gle” and “ing” 
terminations the 
difficulties vanish 
and a pure pronunciation is attained. 
And this is not nearly so difficult as 
for the German singer to attain agood 
pronunciation of his gutturals or for 
the French vocalist to overcome the 
nasal tendencies of his language. Sing­ 
ers, give your own language a fair 
chance.

.Home Lion and Tiger Stories. 


Taken from an unpublished biography of 
Herr Driesbucb. by The P itts b u rg Dis­ 
patch. 
Herr Driesbach’s life was full of re 
markable incidents and he frequently 
took pleasure in relating events of his 
life. The following is in his own words: 
“ I was exhibiting in the City ol Bai- 
t imore. 
We were playing a piece in 
which one of my tigers was to sudden­ 
ly lea p from above upon me, as if to 
kill me. 
After it would jump on to 
me we would roll around on the floor, 
to all appearances engaged in mortal 
combat. 
The theatre in which we 
were playing had a large pit, and it 
was filled almost to suffocation that 
evening with boys and men.

time the tiger jumped over my head 
and was flying for the pit when I 
caught him by thetail and hauled him 
hack. 
I needn’t tell you thut stand­ 
ing room was made mighty quick in 
that pit when they saw the animal 
coming. 
They rushed out pell-mell, 
yelling and screaming for me to hold 
on to him.” 
When Edwin Forrest was playing 
at the old Bowery Theatre in New 
York City, his piece was followed by 
an exhibition of lions by t heir trainer, 
lh*rr Britsbach. During their stay 
there Forrest remarked one day that 
he had never experienced the emotion 
caused by fright—that he was never 
scared in his life. Driesbach heard the 
remark and one evening took Forrest 
home with him. They entered a house 
and after passing through long and 
devious dark 
passages, 
Driesbach 
ojjened a door and said. “This way, 
Mr. Forrest.” As Forrest entered the 
door was slammed behind him. 
For­ 
rest fe't something touch his leg in the 
darkness and reaching down his hand 
touched what he thought was a cat’s 
ba*k, which he gently stroked. 
A 
rasping growl greeted the motion and 
he saw t wo firey eyeballs glaring at 
him 
“Are you afraid, Mr. Forrest?” 
asked the lion-trainer, who was invis­ 
ible in the darkness. Forrest replied. 
“Not a bit,” when the lion tam:r 
said something and the growl deepen­ 
ed and the back began to arch. 
For- 
1 rest held out for a few minutes, when 
j he exclaimed: “Now let me out, you 
infernal scoundrel, or I’ll break every 
bone in your body.” The Lion King 
kept him there and he did not dare to 
move a finger, while tlie lion kept 
■ rubbing against 
fiis legs. 
Forrest 
finally promised a champagne supper 
ii Driesbach would let him out, which 
was done and the bet was immediate­ 
ly paid. 
The Lion King was to some extent 
a practical joker. 
On one occasion 
when he was exhibiting in Broadway, 
New Y’ork, he had entered a den of ani­ 
mals, and was going through the cus­ 
tomary performance one Saturday 
night when he was suddenly stretched 
upon his back and a large Brazilian 
tiger was on his throat and the other 
animals were wildly dashing about 
the cage. 
Driesbach’s 
voice 
was 
heard » ailing for aid in a hoarse man­ 
ner. 
The audience became excited 
and women shrieked. 
Several keepers 
ran to the prostrate lion-tamer’s aid 
and he was dragged from the cage. He 
came from behind the 
face and tights covered 
liquid like blood. 
He was hastily 
taken upstairs where a physician, 
who was conveniently near, examined 
him and said that although seriously 
injured, the lion tamer would live, 
next day Driesbach appeared on the 
streets with Isis face covered with 
strips of court piaster and his arm in 
a sling. 
His friends were greatly ex­ 
cited over his escape, hut their sympa­ 
thy turned 
to disgust when they 
learned that the gore on the lion- 
tamer 
sponge filled with rose pink, and that 
the affair was an advertising dodge 
arranged by the management of the 
i menagerie. 
While traveling along the Ohio River 
one season Herr Driesbach was want­ 
ed in Cincinnati to give an exhibition 
at the old W ood’s Theatre. 
He was 
showing in Zanesville when he received 


his calling, but he could get 110 orders, 
his brief absence having deprived him 
of the small local reputation he had 
previously 
acquired. Not knowing 
what course to take, he finally deter­ 
mined to set up a banking house. 
His 
friends remonstrated with him.saying 
that his capital was insignificant for 
such a purpose, and that he would 
certainly lose it in a business of which 
he had no knowledge. 
He persisted 
however, and to the surprise of every­ 
body showed extraordinary talents 
lor banking. Circumstances specially 
favored him, he received the accounts 
for a number of rich firms and corpor­ 
ations, and was intrusted with di­ 
verse 
important negotiations. 
His 
credit was soon firmly established, 
and he rapidly acquired a large for­ 
tune. The Drexel houses, which made 
a great deal of money during the war, 
have long been among the leading pri­ 
vate bankers of America. Tht ir found­ 
er,who had long been a niggard of time, 
finally stepped from a railway train 
still in motion, in Philadelphia, and 
received injuries that proved fatal.— 
New York Commercial Advertiser.

A C onfederate Secret. 
Gen. D. M. Frost at the meeting oi 
the Southern Historical and Benev­ 
olent Society recently imparted what 
he 
called a State Confederate se­ 
cret that caused considerable indigna­ 
tion among the Missouri ex-Confeder- 
ates present. 
He stated that at the 
time Gen. Price was falling back from 
Lexington, Mo., in September, 1861, 
with a half-armed and badly equipped 
army, he was somewhat surprised 
that Gen. McCullough, who had an 
army in Northwest Arkansas, or Gen. 
Hardee, who had an army in North­ 
east Arkansas, or Gen. Pillow, who 
had an army at Columbus, Ky., did 
not move into Missouri and co-oper­ 
ate. 
He called upon Gen. Albert Sid­ 
ney Johnston, who had command ol 
all the Confederate forces west of the 
Alleghanies, and suggested that those 
different armies be united under one 
commander, and an effort made to 
hold Western and Southern Missouri, 
informing Gen. Johnston that he be­ 
lieved such a movement would add at 
least 100,000 men from 
Missouri 
alone to the Confederate army. Gen. 
Johnston replied in effect tha t the 
Richmond Government did not desire 
to commit itself to a policy that 
would hamper it when the question 
of treating for peace arose—a line from 
the mouth of the Ohio River to the 
Pacific Ocean being considered as the 
probably debatable western boundary 
of the two countries. Gen. Frost add­ 
ed that the matter was imparted to 
him as a state secret, and he had kept 
it as a secret until then.—St. Louis 
Republican.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


How They Were First Established and Have 
Since Progressed. 
On Friday and Saturday evening 
of last week C. W . 
Stevenson, 
state organizer of the Knights of 
Labor spoke at the Opera House on 
the labor question, and on both oc­ 
casions the seating and standing 
room was all occupied. 
The gen­ 
tleman, although not claiming for 
himself education 
or 
oratorical 
powers, is a good speaker and suc­ 
ceeded in aw’akening an intense 
interest among our people on the 
question. 
The following sketch 
of the order and how it is progress­ 
ing will he of interest to our many 
readers and especially to those who 
heard Mr. Stevenson’s remarks: 
In 1869 
Uriah 8. Steven’s a 
clothing cutter of Philadelphia, or­ 
ganized an assembly among his 
fellow workmen. 
He conceived a 
scheme for uniting the working­ 
men of all trades and all avocations 
into a grand body for their mutual 
protection. 
He was a born philos­ 
opher and reformer, an original re­ 
publican and an original green* 
hacker. 
The idefis he conceived 
and impressed on the members of 
local assembly No. 1, of Philadel­ 
phia, led them to develop the for­ 
mation of a National I*abor Asso­ 
ciation. 
The order spread in Phil­ 
adelphia until it embraced nearly 
all the trades in that city. Shortly 
afterwards and assembly was form­ 
ed in Trenton, N. J. and within a 
short time an assembly was formed 
nt Pittsburg. 
In 1878 


A CONVENTP X WAS CALLED 
and formed the General Assembly 
of North America, and of this Mr. 
Steven* was chosen general master 
workman, the highest position in 
the order, and to this he was twice 
elected: 
He died in 1882 and his 
memory is idolized by the order. 
James L. W right, a tailor, 
and 
Frederick Turner, a gold-beater, 
both of Philadelphia, were aseoci- 
ates with Mr. Stevens in the for­ 
mation of the order a* an absolute­ 
ly secret society. So closely guard­ 
ed was its existence even that the 
diaclosure of the name entailed 
a penalty of dismissal. 
All public 
communications in reference to it 
have the sign * * * ' * and it wa» 
known as the 
‘‘Five Stars” or 
“ Five Asterisks.” 
All its meet­ 
ings were called bycabaiistic chalk 
marks on the sidewalk. 
Not only 
did he want its name smothered, 
but it was his rule that no mem­ 
ber of the order should ever ac­ 
knowledge his own membership 
w ith it, 
The secrecy was main­ 
tained until 1881 when the name 
w’as made public. 
The greatest 
secret of the order at the present 
time is as its membership, 
The 
leaders of the organizations do not 
care to disclose it. but that it is 
the most powerful and numerous 
body 
of men 
organized 
for 
a 
specific purpose there can be no 
doubt. 
Inquiries relative to 
its 
strength will 
be 
met 
with 
an 
evasive reply intim ating that it is 
about 500,000. 
Recently 
it has 
been increasing at the rate of 100,- 
000 a year. 
It has in its member­ 
ship congressmen, senators, may­ 
or’s and in some instances entire 
municipal bodies. 
Every one is 
not admitted, 
lawyers, bankers, 
professional gamblers, stock brok­ 
ers aud any person deriving an in 
come or profit from the sale of in­ 
toxicating liquors being interdict­ 
ed. 
Any person outside of 
the 
class named not under 18 years of 
age and standing well in the trade, 
man er woman can gain admission. 


T H l O R D E R IS COMPOSED 


of local assemblies, district assem­ 
bles, 
and generSi 
assembles 
of 
North America, which elect the 
executive board. 
The local assem­ 
blies are composed as far as possi­ 
ble of single trade. 
Its initiation 
fee is small and may be as little as 
one dollar, the dues being low, 
sometimes not exceeding ten cents 
a 
month. 
The general 
master 
workmen, the aecretary-treasurer 
and the members of the all power­ 
ful executive board are the only 
persons 
receiving 
compensation 
for the labor in the interest of the 
organization—the two former hav­ 
ing a regular salary and the others 
a per 
diem compensation 
only 
when actually engaged 
in work 
connected with tne order. 
“ An 
injury to one is the concern of all” 
is the great motto of the order, 
while 
the 
words 
“ Organize, 
agitate, educate,” greet the eye and 
ear in their place of meeting. 
No 
proslyting is permitted to recruit 
the ranks, the only means used to 
obtain members being the 
dis­ 
tribution of the pamphlet “ Decla­ 
ration of Principles.” 
They say 
that the 
highest motive of the 
order is to educate the masses, it 
w ill not permit politicians to m a­ 
nipulate the finances, it will dic­ 
tate what metal or paper shall con­ 
stitute money, it will establish la­ 
bor bureaus, it will euforce a law 
dictating that not another foot of 
public land shall he given to rail­ 
roads and corporations, it will in­ 
sist on exact equality before the 
laws, it w ill he “ humane enough to 
believe” that pure air must he had 
in our factories and mines and all 
work buildings shall be supplied 
with fire escapes, it will abolish 
prison contract labor, it will pre­ 
vent tho employment of children 
under fourteen in mills and work­ 
shops; financially it will not put the

in competition with those of free 
labor, and it will make it fashiona­ 
ble to he honest, and will pay an 
equal price for equal labor, regard­ 
less of color, creed, country or sex. 
Its declaration of principles de­ 
mands from the st*.te the establish­ 
ment of bureaus of labor statistics; 
reservation of public lands for act­ 
ual settlers; the abrogation of all 
laws not bearing equally on capital 
and labor, and the removal of u n ­ 
just technicalities, delays and dis­ 
criminations in the administration 
of justice; provisions for the health 
and safety of w’orkingmen and for 
the indemnification of those injur­ 
ed through lack of proper safe­ 
guards; the recognition by incor 
poration of all unions and order- 
of w orkingmen for their improves 
meat of protection; law s to com­ 
pel corporations 
to pay 
wages 
weekly in lawful money, and to 
give mechanics aud laborers a first 
lieu on the products of their labor 
to the extent of their wages; the 
abolition of the contract plan in 
national, state and city works; le­ 
gal provision for arbitration be­ 
tween employers and employes, aud 
for enforcing the decision reached 
by arbitration; the laying of a 
graded income tax 


TO A I D ITS M E M BE R S 
in obtaining the necessaries of life 
at the lowest possible cost; it ad­ 
vices the maintaining of co-opera­ 
tive stores, several of which are 
now in successful existence. 
One 
of the chief aims of tlie order is to 
prevent strikes. 
The Knights of 
Labor w’as designed to elevate the 
character and broaden the intelli­ 
gence of the laborer, teaching him 
first what his rights were and next 
that it is best to seek to obtain 
them through arbitration 
Only 
as a last resort and after arbitra­ 
tion had failed is striking necessary 
in,aud then it was to becarried on 
with an earnestness so much so, 
that if it became necessary, the 
whole force of the organization 
was brought to hear on the ques­ 
tion or person involved. 
It is a 
great 
educational 
organization. 
The secrecy in which the order 
was originally enveloped has al­ 
most entirely disappeared. 
It is 
true they now’ liaye their signs, 
grips, passwords and secrets of in* 
iatiou, but these are necessary to 
protect the meetings and members. 
The local assemblies govern them ­ 
selves. 
They have the power to 
boycott 
whomsoever they please 
within their own precinct. 
In 
several 
places 
throughout 
the 
country papers are issued under 
the direction of the local assem­ 
blies, 
IN WHICH ARE PUBLISHED 
the names of firms or goods boy­ 
cotted. 
V local assembly may also 
order a strike when it pleases, hut 
if it proposes or expects to obtain 
aid or encouragement from 
the 
higher or district assembly it must 
obtain their sanction and have the 
strike legalized. 
To do this the 
local assembly must notify the dis­ 
trict assemble, wIiosh officers inve>- 
tigate the cause. 
Two weeks are 
given, and if in that time harmony 
cannot be restored or the difference 
I adjusted, the strike is then h^il- 
i ized and the financial support of 
i the entire district may be invoked. 
If the strike exten la to other an era- 
blies, or the district is not able to 
maintain them, an assessment is 
made upon the entire organization 
throughout the 
nation aud the 
world. 
Seldom 
does it happen 
that any strike assumes such pro­ 
portions. 
The only time such a 
tax was laid was during the great 
telegraph operator's strike aud then 
it was not collected. 
To the or­ 
ganization is attached a co-opera­ 
tive or mutual benefit department 
by which the members arc assisted 
when sick or in distress, and on 
their death a specified sum is paid 
to their families.

Last Wednesday was the national fes­ 
tival day of Ireland and a few words on 
the subject of the career of St. Patrick 
w ill he of interest to many of our readers. 
It is now generally agreed that the apostle 
and Patron saint of Ireland was born in 
France, although claims have been made 
for Scotland,, as his birth place, but a 
manuscript of the sixth century saya he 
was a native of Boloque. 
He lived in 
lawless times and in his boy hood was 
carried captive to Ireland by marauders, 
but he managed to escape after a few 
months to Scotland. 
He was carried off 
a second time, but lie succeeded again in 
breaking away from his captors. 
Pat­ 
rick felt kindly toward the Irish people 
and resolved to become a missionary to 
them. Accordingly he returned to France 
and went thence to Rome, where he 
made long preparation for his task. 
He 
was consecrated bishop of Ireland at an 
advanced age. 
His apostolic zeal was 
crowned with the greatest success. 
The 
kings as well as the people at large read­ 
ily embraced the faith and gave the 
apostle land which he in turn generously 
devoted to the foundation of church«s 
an«l monastic schools, 
St. Bernard says 
that St. Patrick fixed his primatia! see 
at Armagh which has ever since eDjoved 
precedence in the Irish Episcopacy. 
St. 
Patrick was an abolitionist. 
He had 
learned by hard experience the horrors of 
slavery and he labored bard to suppress 
it. 
Tradition saya that St. Patrick when 
preaching at Tara used the shamrock to 
symbolise the unity of the Trinity. The 
leaf thus chosen has ever since been the 
national emblem of Ireland and Irish­ 
men wear it on their bats to-day. 
From 
beginning a church festival St. Patrick’s 
day has gradually become a national 
holiday, in whose celebration Irishmen 
of all creeds join with common accord. 
In New York the day has long been cele­ 
brated by a grand procession in which 
benevolent and patriotic societies make 
grand displays and pass in review before 
the ma}ror and other civic authorities. 
In 
harmony with the success of the 
Irish national cause at the recent general 
election 
mass 
meetings 
were 
held 
throughout Ireland on that day with a 
view of impressing on the British govern­ 
ment the firm resolve of the Irish people 
to insist on legislative government. 
The 
demonstrations 
throughout this broad 
domain was inspired by the same patri­ 
otic purpose. 
The Irish people arc con­ 
vinced that England is about to yield to 
their just demands, and take measures 
11» abolish home rule. 
In Brain >rd the day was devoid of any 
demonsiration other than the customary 
and appropriate church services under 
direction of Rev. Father Vaudry, Revs. 
Braugb of Crookston, Lawler of Fisher’s 
Landing, and Lemay of Belle Prairie par­ 
ticipating. 
In the evening a grand en­ 
tertainment, ball and supper was given 
at the roller rink aud which was largely 
attended. 
The presentation of the Lim­ 
erick Boy was a decided success, as all 
our home talent entertainments arc. 
The ball and supper was one of the most 
enjoyable occasions of the season.
